*HERE are many ways in which we abuse vericus portions 
‘of our bodies, but in no way more often unfairly than we 


abuse our feet. Good feet hav 


e much to do with health, and 


everything to do with comfort and disposition. Their wel- 
fare deserves every consiceration. 


It sounds trite to remind ycu 
that your feet are the foundation 
of your entire system of locomo- 
tion. How your heart does ache 
for the poor creature who can't 

. walk!

You 
wear a shoe 
too short and 
undo the 
weight bear- 
ing mechan- 
ism, or ta.0 
narrow and 
hinder the

The chiropodist will tell vou 
that your foot has more than 
fifty bones that should be mov- 
able, besides a whole network of 
nerves, some of them very sensi- 
tive. Ee will also say that no 
other nerve center has so direct 
an effect on others as the centers

some of you learn when your feet 
puff up and burn.

Shoe for Protection 


The shoe is primarily for pro- 
tection from cuts and bruises, 
with necessary adjustment to 
provice warmth in cold weather. 
Narrow shoes keep the flexible 
arch of the ball of the foot from 
spreading enough to distribute 
the weight. This is less harmful 
than those that are too short. I 
see people mostly women, wear- 
ing short shoes in the vain belief 
that they look smaller. 


The short shoe crowds the ball 
of the foot against the upper 
bones of the instep and forces 
them, in turn, against the bones 
below the ankle. Some of these 
bones are compelled to buckle 
and the condition develops into 
one that is almost impossible to 
relieve. Propping up the heels 
above the normal level of the 
foot. makes the mechanism of the 
foo. bear the weight, as well as 
afford the action of locomotion, 

All of these conditions obtain 
at any time of the year, For the 
heated term, allowance must be 
made for the effect of perspira- 
tion and of general fatigue due 
to heat. The tate fad of wearing 
cut-out shoes is a fine thing for 
ventilation, but. special attention 
should be given to see that the 
s~zporting, sections come where 


. they should to carry «he weight. 


Frequent changes of shoes will 
give the necessary shift in press- 
ure in case the general support 
is not what it should be. Frequent 
bathing cannot be stressed too 
often.

The perspiration indicates how 
hard the skin is trying to do its 
part. Keep in your medicine chest 
several remedies. Camphorated 
oil, olive oil with five per cent of 
iodine, a saturated solution of 
equal parts of boric acid and 
powdered alum are all good for 
various discomforts.

O BUSY homemaker or busi- 

ness woman wants to be for- 
ever peering into a mirror and 
worrying about every relaxed 
pore or tiny line, but on the 
other hand, no sensible woman 
will let herself go until her skin 
becomes sallow and coarse. 

Be sensible about your skin 
and other beauty measures. A 
good cream will keep your skin 
velvety and free from wrinkles 
as long as possible and smooth- 
ing, patting and gentle massage 
will keep the muscles of your 
face and neck firm. 

When vou find the cream, 
tonic, astrinsent, and the routine 
that are best for your skin be 
faithful to them.
